They had read 
of the Torquemadas and Ximenes 
and hundreds of thousands of their 
victims’ lifeless bodies were scat- 
‘ered all about the foothills of the 
Mountain of Freedom, plainly seen 
by the forefathers as they ascended. 

Forefathers’ Declaration. 

They Knew history, they knew 
that “man’s inhumanity to man 
made countless thousands mourn,” 
and they solemnly declared that no 
human power should ever enact in 
this land of freedom the murdeious 
pranks of the Middle Ages. Since 
men, children of God, just as we are, 
were burnt alive because of opinion, 
not for any act or thing once cun- 
trary to law, but because they 
thought and expressed their thoughts
